This means that all of our good 
people in Germany have cooperated with the Lausters 
in their church-construction program.

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nary a single word of Scripture. See the millions upon 

millions dying without Christ. And around the world 
ose people are crying to us, ‘Hurry, hurry, we are 
rishing without the Gospel. Come and help us.’” 

Billy Graham is right; there are millions. I have seen 
them with my own eyes - myriad of miserable men, 
unloved, unsought, untold, unsaved. The crime is that 
this condition exists despite the 2,000-year-old command 
to go with the gospel. 

In the past year, according to official denominational 
reports, the average American church member gave $41 
to his own church but less than $1.50 to foreign missions. 

The church today, whether we realize it or not, is 
guilty. We dare not excuse our abominations any longer. 
It is wickedness that we refuse to warn the wicked. We 
have been unfaithful doing 1,000 good, but secondary, 
things that God never told us to do, specializing in the 
trivial, majoring in minors, feeding the fat, promoting 
our puny home-side programs while the perishing world 
has rushed toward hell. 

Far too much effort has been spent edifying the saints, 
instead of evangelizing the sinners. World-evangelization 
and not self-edification is what God wants of us. We 
are debtors to the least, the last and the lost. Christ is 
necessary for all or He is not necessary at all. 

Jesus depended upon men to do His work; it was to them 

that He gave His great commission. Yet today it is women 
and not men who are largely responsible for the evangeli- 
zation of the world. Do you still wonder why I am protest- 
ing? God is still seeking for men. Is it only the women 
that are to deny themselves? 
_ We men pride ourselves on being the “stronger sex.” 
Yes, we’re strong in turning out by the hundreds to fill 
well-paying pastorates in a good climate; we’re strong 
in defending the faith and deploring modernism; but 
when God calls for a man for the mission field and finds 
none, what else can He do but send our sisters? We stress 
sacrifice abroad, but at home we stress security. But if 
more of us were filled with the Holy Ghost, more of us 
would be filled with the holy “go.” If more of us were 
abiding in Christ, fewer of us would be abiding in 
America. 

Resist the charge if you will. Get mad if you must. It 
is better to have some emotion than none. You will be 
conscience-stricken in heaven, if you aren’t soul-stricken 
now. 

While the world is growing more heathen at the rate 
of millions annually, while more are being born each 
day than reborn, while at least half of the world’s popu- 
lation remains unreached, while God’s Book remains 
undelivered, while the Gospel remains bottle-necked in 
America, we must tremble at the terrible truth that we 
are hardly attempting the task. 

While we know all this in theory, we delay in actuality. 
We beg for time. God grant us action and unction before 
our delay dooms the unreached. 

We have cash, but not for Christ’s cause. When it 
comes to missions, men of means have good intentions 
and motives, but little money. They aren’t against mis- 
sions in theory, but in practice they are like the fat man 
who believes in doing everything he can to lose weight 
except cut down on the caloric intake of his diet; or like 


, e sinner that wants to do everything to get saved but 


ve up his sins. The love of money is still the root of 
all evil. “There is a sore evil which T have seen under 
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the sun, namely, riches kept for the owners thereof to 
their hurt” (Eccl. 5:13). 

When one of the world’s most progressive nations at 
the flash of an atomic explosion was brolight to a harvest, 
and when after eight years we still face the humiliating 
fact that there are 30 times more heathen babies born 
each year than people joining the Christian churches, 
do you wonder why we protest against this crime of the 
century? 

When our missionaries are sent out to heathen lands 
and are not even provided with gospel tracts to give to 
readers that almost fight for them, do you wonder why 
we beg? 

When the city of Hiroshima, which was made an atomic 
desert, had to wait five years to have its first evangelistic 
campaign, do you wonder at our concern? 

When missionary generals like Dick Hillis in Formosa, 
struggling under the burden of providing Bible corre- 
spondence courses for over 80,000 babes in Christ, have 
to leave the work on the field to arouse an indifferent 
church at home in order to provide materials for these 
neglected souls, do you wonder why we become im- 
patient? 

When his twin brother in India, carrying on a similar 
ministry. braves the torrid, steamy, unbearable climate 
where children die like flies and the average person 
reaches his death before the age of 27; and then has tu 
turn his attention away from getting the job done, and 
because of over-work and undersupport returns to the 
homeland broken in body and burdened in spirit, do you 
wonder why we cry out? 

When 20,000 seekers, the result of the Youth for Christ 
World Congress effort in Japan, largely dependent upon 
the follow-up literature for their survival, will have to 
be dropped from the Bible study course unless funds are 
provided, do you wonder why we warn? 

When war-weary Korea, oppressed and denied liter- 
ature in its own language for years by Japanese domi- 
nation, and then by the ravages of war, now begs and 
pleads for books and tracts for the use of its growing 
church, but must be content with few tracts and scarcely 
over a dozen books, do you wonder why we care? 

When 100 missionaries in Africa and India under the 
Regions Beyond Missionary Union are without support 
and barest necessities for carrying on the gospel work, 
some having to get jobs to support their families and 
children or else go home leaving the heathen to perish, 
do you wonder why we ache? 

Wten some missions consistently get many times more 
women than men applicants for the mission tield, do 
you wonder why we blame? 

When America which has one minister for every 514 
people and churches with billions of dollars already in- 
vested in brick and mortar, plush pews, expensive organs, 
lavish stained glass windows, still is foolish enough to 
spend more than a million dollars a day to construct 
still more and fancier churches, do you wonder why we 
think it is not fair? 

When you can turn on your radio on Sunday and find 
nine or ten religious programs all competing with one 
another and yet realize that the unlimited opportunities 
on the mission field go unexploited and that some of the 
programs that already exist are forced to retrench for 
want of funds, do you wonder why we boil? 

The logic is inexorable; the guilt is clear and is piling

Many visitors come to Germany and we try to make 
them all welcome, but the welcome is much warmer 
and much more heartfelt when our own ministers visit 
us. 

For many weeks we looked forward to a visit from 
Brother Paul Walker, our Missions Secretary; Brother

Everyone became caught up 
in his enthusiasm and the Lord wonderfully blessed the 
meeting. 

Every day was a busy one. We were like eager children. 
There was so much to show and tell our visitors about. 
We wanted them to meet our fine people and see our 
lovely churches. We wanted them to see our beautiful 
country and sample some grand German culture and 
hospitality. With theth we visited some century-old 
churches, massive castles, and cutlery and linen shops. 
There was so much to do and so little time to do it. 

Our lovely churches astonished Brothers Morehead 
and Conn. They could scarcely realize that the German 
church has grown to such proportions. Brother Walker 
was here three years ago, but he, too, had many sur- 
prises as he visited our new churches and our new con- 
gregations. 

It was not possible for the three to remain together 
for each meeting, so different ones went to different 
places. Each gave the best he had and it was a time of 
refreshing not only for our church people but for us as 
well. How often we feel that we have poured out our last 
and have nothing to give. We were so strengthened by 
the ministry of our brethren! Brother Walker preached 
some wonderful doctrinal and teaching messages. There 
was a great need for such messages here. Brother More- 
head preached evangelistic messages and quite a number 
were saved.

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AN INDIAN FUNERAL CEREMONY

tive preacher, and I were visiting a believer’s 

home in British Guiana our attention was di- 
rected to a peculiar noise across the street. From one of 
the houses was coming sad, mournful chantings that had 
a weird and unearthly sound. This chanting sounded 
about like an auctioneer, except that it was slower and 
its singsong, monotonous rhythm had an element of un- 
realness and uncanniness that made one think of grave- 
yards and skeletons. Upon inquiry, we were told that they 
were having the last rites for an Indian girl that had 
died the day before, and that if we wanted to we could 
go in and see the service. Needless to say, we were soon 
seated in the room with eyes and ears very attentive 
to the priest who was in charge of the funeral ceremony. 
One wall of the small room was lined with children, 
another with adults, the third with us preachers, and 
the remaining one lined with vegetables, leaves, sticks, 
and many other things that the priest used in the ritual 
that was in progress. They furnished us with seats, but 
everyone else was sitting upon the floor. The priest was 
seated upon a red-checkered mat, and directly in front 
of him was the father of the deceased girl. The father 
had shaved his head with the exception of a small tuft 
in the center about the size and length of a pencil 
which was tied in a knot and standing straight up. This 
was done as an outward manifestation of his sorrow for 
the loss of his daughter. In a pan were fifteen balls of 
dough about as large as pullet eggs, which represented 
the number of years the girl had lived. The father picked 
up a small green leaf and placed it in the palm of his 
hand and then took one of the balls of dough and put 
it on the leaf, after which the priest dipped another 
leaf into a glass of water and touched the father’s hand 
and then sprinkled the water on a large banana leaf 
on the floor between them. This he did twice and then 
the father put the dough and leaf on the banana leaf. 
The priest then picked up between his fingers a pinch 
of something that looked like brown sugar and put it on 
the dough. He next broke a piece of leaf and picked 
up some spices and dropped them upon the dough and 
banana leaf. Then he sprinkled more water upon the 
dough in the same manner as before. All this time he 
was chanting from memory or reading from a book that 
was open on the floor before him. He repeated the pro- 
cedure exactly the same way fifteen times, until all the 
dough and other ingredients were on the banana leaf. 
Then he handed the father a small bottle of oil which 
he proceeded to pour upon the dough, after which the 
priest sprinkled water three times upon the entire mix- 
ture. He then took something out of his pocket that 
looked like a small wad of cotton that had been soaked 
in kerosene. He set fire to it and put it on some little 
dry sticks in another pan. When the sticks began to blaze 
he sprinkled water and milk on the blaze and all around 
it and then had the father to pour oil upon it. On and 
on this continued until we had to get up and leave, for 
it seemed there would never be an end to all the ma- 
nipulations of this mysterious little Indian priest. Every 
action performed by the priest and the father was im- 
portant to them and had a particular and specific mean- 
ing but to us it was all “Greek” and a riddle that will 
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forever remain unraveled. The native preacher told us 
that it would probably go on all day and into the night. 
If there is such a thing as weeping and groaning inside 
it happened to me that day as I sat amidst the solemn 
atmosphere of that little Indian shack. Sadness and 
mourning were there; sincerity and reverence were 
there; hope was also there; but the most important ele- 
ment of time or eternity, which is Christian faith, was 
not there. Not there, because they did not know Jesus 
Christ. Tears filled my eyes and prayer came spontan- 
eously to my lips as my very soul went out in compas- 
sion toward these underprivileged and unevangelized 
people, but that was all I could do under the circum- 
stances. As we arose and nodded a polite and silent good- 
bye and went down the steps of that humble home and 
on down the narrow street of the little village, I could 
still see the scene in that room and feel the effects of 
it in my heart. When we had reached the road at the 
edge of the village and the mournful voice of the priest 
had become so faint it could hardly be heard in the dis- 
tance, I began to wonder how long this indescribable 
incident would remain in the memory of this missionary 
preacher. There can be only one answer. Many, many 
years in the future it will still be vividly imprinted in 
the storehouse of my stacked-up memories of prized 
experiences GATHERED IN THE WORK OF THE MAS- 
TER. 

NOTE: There are multiplied millions, just like the peo- 
ple mentioned above, who are living in ignorance, sin, 
and superstition. The money you give for missions will 
bring light, life, and laughter into their otherwise dis- 
mal, destitute, sin-darkened lives. The more you give the 
more happy souls will clasp your hand in thankfulness 
on the shores of that eternal city.

The first annual convention of our English work in 
Honduras convened at Utila Sunday morning, June 26. 
Enthusiasm was high as the “Julia H.” boat came in 
from the island of Roatan just before service. A group 
from the coastal town of La Ceiba had arrived the night 
before. Sister Skaggs made the trip from La Ceiba to 
attend the convention in spite of a warning from the 
doctor that she was unable to make the trip. She had 
been injured by being thrown from a horse while on a 
mission trip to the interior a few days before, and she 
had been in bed until the day that she left for the con- 
vention. 

The first service began with good Church of God sing- 
ing, and the choir in Utila rates high in its singing. 
They also have a first class pianist—a native of Utila. 
The song service was followed by words of welcome to 
the visitors by the district overseer, N. E. Skaggs. In 
spite of the fact that this was a bad month for boat 
travel due to heavy winds, every work on the district 
was represented. An inspiring message on “Sky Watch- 
ers’ was given by Sister Frances Evans, the Utila pastor. 

There was a baptismal service on the beautiful Utila 
beach in the afternoon, followed by a special children’s 
service at the church, with Mabel Mullins in charge. 
The building was crowded, with many standing outside 
as the evening service began. A timely message with a 
Pentecostal theme, by Brother Skaggs, was very enlight- 
ening among a mixed group of believers and skeptics. 

The following two days were filled with good things: 
meetings in the mornings with district pastors and 
workers, afternoon singspirations, encouraging messages, 
and reports from the various ministers. A young couple 
of the church were united in marriage in a beautiful 
ceremony, with Brother Skaggs officiating. 

Monday evening after an appropriate message by Sis- 
ter Evans, the Lord’s Supper and feet-washing were ob- 
served, and the Lord’s presence was very real. A lady 
who was visiting the convention came to the altar and 
was saved just before the sacrament and she joined 
about forty others in receiving the sacrament.

Church of God campground in Southern Africa 
on April 7-12, 1955, the following motion prevailed: 

“Resolved, that we recommend that the Executive 
Council increase the membership of the Board to nine. 
Further, that the Board appoint its own secretary. In 
the event the secretary appointed is not in the ordained 
ministry, he will not have a vote at the meetings of the 
Board, but will be a secretary to the Board without vot- 
ing power.” The motion was approved and they have 
increased the membership of the Mission Board to nine. 

Dr. J. H. Saayman was elected as General Superin- 
tendent of Foreign Missions by the church authorities 
in South Africa. The Mission Board provided for Dr. 
Saayman a one-ton Ford truck in order for him to do 
the necessary missionary work and carry on with his 
educational projects among the Bantu people. 

Proposed Mission Hospital 

Brother Walter Andersen, whom most of us know, ad- 
vised the Board that a member of his church, Dr. Ronnie 
Pretorius, and two young qualified male nurses, at pres- 
ent studying in America, will be available to the Board 
for the opening of a medical mission work at the end 
of this year. It was suggested that Dr. Ronnie Pretorius 
meet the Board at its next meeting. Pastor Andersen 
offered to raise the netessary funds to build a mission 
hospital. The General Superintendent was delegated to 
investigate the possibilities of opening such a hospital 
and then report to the Mission Board. This goes to show 
that our work in Africa is moving forward, for which 
we praise the Lord. 

Sister S. Grobler in the States 

Sister Esther Grobler who has been in the States some 
time attending Lee College and who has been a great 
blessing to us here will be accompanied by her mother 
in some special meetings, and following is a statement 
given as found in the minutes of the Foreign Missions 
Board of the Union of South Africa. “Sister S. Grobler 
interviewed the Board with a view of obtaining a letter 
of recommendation from the Board to the American 
Brethren. She is proceeding to America in August and 
has decided, with the permission of the Brethren there, 
that with each campaign conducted there, one meeting 
will be set apart as a missionary service. She is making 
films of the Mission Department and asked the Board 
for the necessary data to enable her to give a true re- 
flection of the work at the mission meetings overseas.

g N THE MEETING of our Mission Board held at the 
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en by Brother O. F. F. Changuion, who recently visited 
the United States, is set forth as follows: 
1. INTRODUCTION 

In terms of the penultimate paragraphs of the powers 
and functions of the Board as approved by the Executive 
Council on 29th March, 1951, I have pleasure in submit- 
ting the fourth report of the Board for the year ending 
December, 1954. 

The past year has been one of considerable progress 
and development under difficult financial circumstances. 

Victories have been scored in many places—to mention 
a few: Basutoland, Swaziland, Northern Rhodesia, and 
Portuguese East Africa. 

Africa is like a huge giant awakened out of his sleep 
by the impact of Western civilization. The Bantu is grad- 
ually beginning to think for himself, but unfortunately 
there are many foreign elements trying to do the think- 
ing for him, with rather detrimental effects. 

Ideologies which westernize instead of evangelize the 
Bantu certainly do not encourage or promote the spread- 
ing of the gospel. On the contrary, they hamper the 
work. 

Mr. Clement Attlee last year stated in the House of 
Commons that the problem we have to face today is not 
the H-bomb, but the unreliable nature of man. We en- 
dorse this view and similarly, the problem we face in 
Africa today is not the blackman, but the inherent nature 
of sin in every human being, whether he be black or 
white. The sin problem cannot be solved by a social 
gospel, an educational gospel, or a self-government gos- 
pel, there is only one gospel which can solve the sin 
problem—that is the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

The only hope for Africa with its multifarious prob- 
lems—greater today than those of any other country, 
is the Man of Calvary who is risen with healing in His 
wings! Amen. 

STATISTICAL DATA 

Owing to the fact that all the statistical data had not 
been received from the various fields at the time of 
drafting this report and in view of my early departure 
for overseas, it has not been possible to give the usual 
summary at the end of the report. It was, however, de- 
cided at a recent Board meeting that the statistical data 
should be reflected in the Moderator’s report. 

2. OUR CHURCH IN AMERICA. 

During the past year we were honored with the pres- 
ence of Rev. Zeno Tharp, the General Overseer of the 
Church of God in America, and the Rev. Wade H. Horton, 
Field Representative, Foreign Missions Department. Both 
these brethren attended the Easter Annual Camp meet- 
ings. 

The vital interest which these dear brethren took in 
church and mission affairs in Southern Africa was il- 
luminating and very encouraging. Their messages were 
soul-inspiring, their sincerity left an indelible impression 
upon the minds of the people. We are indeed most 
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grateful that they came to South Africa to obtain first 
hand information of conditions operating in this coun- 
try and we are sure that they are richer in experience 
and knowledge as a result of their visit. May God bless 
them, and we say, “come back again.” 

The relationships between the American and South 
African Boards continue on a most harmonious and 


brotherly basis. We are deeply indebted to our American 


brethren for the funds they have invested in spreading 
the gospel in this dark continent. May God bless them. 
3. MOBILE SCHOOL 

The Mobile Bible School is very popular in Natal. After 
a series of lectures had been held fifty-eight students 
passed the examination with good marks. (This Mobile 
Bible School simply means that our Brother Saayman 
is going from one section to another and giving a series 
of lectures, sermons, and Bible studies to the natives 
who attend the school in their immediate vicinity. Then 
he gives examinations and the students are graded ac- 
cording to what they have accomplished. As noted above, 
in the Natal area, which is not far from Durban on 
the east coast of Africa, fifty-eight students passed the 
examination with good marks.) 

4. AREA OF OPERATIONS. 
(a) Bechuanaland 

As reported in last year’s report, efforts are being 
made to get a foothold in this territory. Negotiations 
are still proceeding. 

(b) Basutoland 

We praise God for the success Brothers Saayman and 
Macaskill had in obtaining permission to operate in this 
protectorate with a population of over 600,000. Brother 
Macaskill has lost no time in organizing the work in an 
area where there is no Pentecostal work in close proxi- 
mity. The Roman Catholic influence in Basutoland is 
very strong. 

(c) Swaziland 

After a struggle of almost three years, which was ini- 
tiated by Brother Schutte, the Board managed to get 
recognition in this protectorate which has a population 
of over 154,000. We praise God for this open door. 

(d) Portuguese East Africa (South of the Limpopo) 

We thank God for the wonderful manner in which this 
work is progressing. Brother Fernando Lopes has now 
been accepted into fellowship with the church and is 
doing excellent work. His report reveals that 1,200 souls 
have been saved, 1,820 new members, 718 baptized in wa- 
ter. The grand total number of members in this area, 
plus those who could not be visited, is 6,538. It is re- 
corded that nineteen churches have been built. 

Remarkable baptismal services have been held on the 
Polana beach, causing quite a stir in the town of Lou- 
renco Marques. 

Many of our workers are still being imprisoned, but 
have been released on the intervention of Brother Lopes. 
He is assisted by Brother Amaral. The work is being 
conducted under very difficult circumstances. If suitable 
transport were available, many more works could be 
opened up. 

(e) Transvaal Province 

The Superintendent of Eastern, Western, and Southern 
Transvaal is Pastor J. F. Schutte, of Boksburg North. 
The population is over three million, and the area is 
110,540 square miles. The non-Europeans to the square 
mile are 28.2. Brother Schutte is very ably assisted by 
Brother J. G. Joubert, of Barberton. The total adult 
membership is 5,280; children, 1,640. 
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Three witch doctors were converted and baptized. Out- 
standing cases of divine healing have taken place; crip- 
ples are walking, deaf-mutes have testified to their hear- 
ing. Owing to lack of funds five churches could not be 
built. 

(f) Western Native Township and -Meadowlands, 
Johannesburg 

Pastor W. R. P. Carlile of the Malvern European 
Church is the Superintendent for these districts which 
are very densely populated. The total number of members 
in the district is 258. During the year fifty-seven souls 
were saved and eight were baptized in the Holy Spirit. 
There are 300 Sunday School children. 

(g) Orange Free State 

This province has a native population of over 663,000. 
Pastor S. A. P. Swartz, of Bloemfontein, is in charge of 
this work. He took over this work from Pastor D. van der 
Merwe who resigned because of ill health. The total num- 
ber of members in this province is 2,120 and the total 
number of Sunday School children is 351. The number 
of souls saved total 245 and the number of new members 
added to the church 284. Seventy were baptized in the 
Holy Spirit. The Sunday School figure increased by sixty 
pupils. 

Brother Swartz mentions that the work cannot be 
performed efficiently while both the Superintendent and 
the Assistant Superintendent are engaged on duties af- 
fecting their own local churches, and has recommended 
the appointment of a full-time Assistant Superintendent. 

(h) Natal 

The Superintendent is Pastor A. H. Cooper, of Durban. 
The Assistant Superintendent is Harry Mngadi. The pop- 
ulation of Natal is approximately 1,750,000. 

This work continues to show excellent progress. The 
number of souls saved was 2,052 and the number of new 
members added to the church was 700. Two hundred 
Sunday School pupils were added to the church, making 
a total of 917 Sunday School children. The number bap- 
tized in the Holy Spirit was 921 and the number baptized 
in water was 682. The work is well organized and the 
finances efficiently maintained. Nine new works were 
opened. 

The Durban European Church, under the pastorship 
of Brothtr J. F. Wooderson, has very faithfully supported 
this work for quite a number of years to the extent of 
$140 per month. May God bless them. 

(i) Cape Eastern 

The Superintendent is Pastor William O’Kelly and the 
headquarters is Port Elizabeth. The population is one 
and a half million. Brother O’Kelly has just taken over 
this work. He reports that no record was kept of the 
number of souls saved, new members, or those baptized 
in the Holy Spirit. There are 873 members in this pro- 
vince, 329 Sunday School children and 79 ministers and 
workers. The withdrawal of the travelling allowance in 
favor of his Assistant Superintendent and himself has 
handicapped their activities. The Board felt that the 
districts should shoulder some responsibility of the work 
and decided that the expenses of delegates to confer- 
ences and the allowances payable to the Superintendent 
and Assistant Superintendent, which amounted to ap- 
proximately $14.00 per month, should be borne by the 
districts. Brother O’Kelly states it will take some time 
before this district is properly organized. (Our readers 
will be interested to know that our Brother O’Kelly 
is now the Secretary-General of the Full Gospel Church 
of God in South Africa.) 
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(j) Cape Northern 

The Superintendent is Pastor J. A. Wiese, and his 
headquarters is Kimberley. This district continues to 
show progress. New members admitted into fellowship 
1,045, baptized members accepted into the fellowship 
500, number baptized in water 329. Total number of 
members 5,181. Number of Sunday School children is 810. 
Brother Wiese is assisted by 118 pastors, ministers, etc. 
The area in which he operates borders on Bechuana- 
land and we hope that from certain points we will be 
able to send the gospel into this protectorate where as 
yet we have not been accorded official recognition. 

(k) Cape Western 

Pastor W. Pemberton was appointed to this area dur- 
ing the year. He reports that the work in the outlying 
districts and in general is in a bad state. He suggests 
that after the Native General Conference to be held at 
Port Elizabeth, an election be held and an attempt be 
made to revive the work. The particulars in respect of the 
Peninsula area are eight saved, baptized and added to 
the church, and three baptized in the Holy Spirit. One 
new work opened at Athlone. Total membership for this 
area is 78. 

(1) Asiatic Work 

The Superintendent is Pastor J. F. Rowlands and the 
headquarters is Durban. The Indian population is over a 
quarter million. This is one of our most progressive and 
efficiently organized works. The number of souls saved 
was over 1,000; baptized in water and added to the 
church, 612; baptized in the Holy Spirit, 150. Sunday 
Schools number 31 and have 2,000 pupils; children dedi- 
cated, 403. Eleven new works were established and five 
new temples opened. Those connected with the Bethesda 
work, adults and children, number 7,759. Added to these 
totals should be the Pietermaritzburg works where 63 
souls were baptized and 65 children were consecrated. 
In addition we have approximately 500 members resident 
in and around Pietermaritzburg. 

The annual report of Brother J. F. Rowlands is a very 
illuminating document. Subjoined are a few extracts 
from this report .. . “Never in the history of our work 
have I been able to give you such an outstanding report 
. . . Every church record has again been broken....A 
world-wide correspondence carried on at Bethesda dur- 
ing the year resulted in nearly 10,000 letters and post- 
cards being written by the Pastor. .. . Surely there is no 
other church in South Africa which has so many activi- 
ties working so efficiently at top-speed for the salvation 
of lost souls. .. . We shall never know what ‘Moving Wa- 
ters’ (a magazine printed by Brother Rowlands) is ac- 
complishing. . . . It was revealed that the circulation 
had again increased during 1954 and that the annual 
cost had now risen to near the $4,200 mark. Brother 
Rowlands said that 1954 was their ‘fastest’ year of evan- 
gelism. There was an, addition of 1,015 names during the 
year 1954. He paid a glowing tribute to all his helpers.” 

This report is certainly a most encouraging document 
and a credit to the Church. 

(m) Obededom—Pietermaritzburg 

Brother T. L. Rowlands is in charge of this work. 
There are 334 members and 345 Sunday School children. 
The number of souls saved was forty, of which thirty- 
nine were baptized in water. 

(n) Foreign Fields—Nyasaland, Portuguese East 
Africa, The Rhodesias including Levubye, Northern 
Transvaal. 
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The superintendent of this work is our pioneer mis- 
sioner, Pastor W. A. du Plooy, who has been on the field 
for the last thirty-four years. His headquarters is Matibi, 
Southern Rhodesia. The area of these fields is far too 
large for one man to supervise, especially when it is 
borne in mind that there are no roads to a large number 
of our works. In spite of this disadvantage, there is a 
membership of 13,634, representing an increase of 1,346. 
The number of ordained and licensed workers is 134. 
There are 120 students in the Handicraft Teachers’ and 
Missionary Training School, and 430 students in other 
schools. Five buildings were erected during the year. 
Levubye Mission 

This is the oldest mission station, having been estab- 
lished in 1927. Sister du Plooy, assisted by her daughter, 
is in charge of this station. Its day school consists of 175 
pupils. Five other stations are connected with Levubye. 
The work caters mostly for the Shangaan and Venda 
tribes. 

Matibi Mission 

This station was established in 1949. It is a training 
center for non-European missioners, handicraft teachers, 
and handicraft primary school. The principal is Sister 
Maria Maboko, who is performing outstanding work. An- 
other aspect of training will be that of giving ministers’ 
wives instruction on homecraft and hygiene. There are 
over 100 students. 

Nesenga 

Nesenga is a new station and will be opened during 
1955. The graduates of Matibi will commence operations 
at this center. All roads in Central Africa merge close 
to this point. Nesenga is situated on the banks of the 
Kafue River, Northern Rhodesia. The nearest town is 
Lusaka, where Brother List’s headquarters are. He labors 
in ana around Lusaka and takes provisions once a month 
to Sibanda Mission Station. (This school is now open.) 
Harare—Salisbury 

Sister Yvonne will take charge of the school to be 
built at this center. She will be assisted by two graduates 
from Matibi. This will be one of our “showcase” stations 
for Central Africa. Cement for building operations has 
been delivered on the site. The Cape Northern District 
Council is responsible for the lion’s share in the financing 
of this project, for which the Board is very grateful. 

Brother du Plooy has given us certain figures on the 
approximate saving there is in the employment of Afri- 
cans instead of Europeans on the same mission station. 
The cost of employing two European missioners on the 
field at the same station would be $7,854.00, the cost of 
employing three Africans would be $1,246.00. This gives 
a saving of $6,608.00. In other words six Africans could 
be employed on mission work for the cost of two Euro- 
pean missioners. 

South West Africa 

Superintendent is Pastor P. J. van der Walt. His head- 
quarters is in Omarura. The number of members is 1,385. 
The number of souls saved was 180, and fifty-eight were 
baptized. For every white man in this territory there are 
75 natives. With an area of 317,000 odd square miles 
there are 1.35 persons per square mile. This sparse popu- 
lation is ascribed to the large area of land which the 
Namib desert occupies. Road communication in this ter- 
ritory is atrocious. Three new works have been opened 
and negotiations are afoot for the establishment of two 
new mission stations. Brother van der Walt has moved 
his headquarters from Windhoek to Omaruru where we 
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have established a mission station. This spot is more cen- 
tral from an operational point of view. The mileage 
travelled was 6,162. There are eleven ministers, workers, 


etc., in this field. 
» FINANCIAL REPORT 


The income for the year was $35,586.20. Of this amount 
the Church of God in America sent us $15,182 (which 
includes $597 to the Berea Bible College). Churches and 
individuals in South Africa contributed $13,542.80 and 
$6,202.00 respectively. Rentals from the Alexandra prop- 
erty realized $659.80. 

We are indeed grateful to our American Brethren for 
their magnanimous gift and interest in the work in 
Southern Africa. May God bless them. 

6. BANTU EDUCATION ACT 

This Act is only applicable in the Union of South Africa 
(protectorates excluded). The Board is of the opinion 
that this is a step in the right direction. Churches today 
cannot afford to build schools in the urban areas where 
municipal regulations must be complied with in connec- 
tion with the erection of buildings, etc. The primary 
object of a church should be the evangelization of the 
Bantu; i.e., his spiritual welfare. The educational pro- 
gram should be left to the State, more especially in 
urban areas. 

The Board would have preferred education in the rural 
areas to be administered by churches up to a certain 
standard. The Bantu should be permitted to have more 
say in his affairs and the statement made by Dr. W. W. M. 
Eiselen at the 24th Session of the United Transkeian 
Territories General Council on the 27th of April, 1954, 
bears repeating—“Bantu education cannot come into its 
own without the active participaion and administration of 
the Bantu themselves.” 

7. THANKS AND CONCLUSION 

The Board desires to place on record its appreciation 
of the services rendered by the superintendents, their 
assistants and workers who have travelled many thou- 
sands of miles under difficult circumstances to carry the 
gospel to those sitting in the region of darkness. God 
bless them. 

Many churches and individuals made great sacrifices 
for the mission cause, to them we extend our heartfelt 
thanks. God bless them. 

The harmonious relationships which exist between 
Brother Paul H. Walker, our Executive Missions Secre- 
tary, the American and South African Boards Foreign 
Missions U.S.A., require no emphasis. Brother Walker has 
been most helpful to the Board wherever possible. God 
bless him in his heavy task. 

Again may I, on behalf of the Board, appeal to the 
church for its continued cooperation and renewed de- 
termination to evangelize the Bantu. The following fig- 
ures in respect of the number of natives to one Euro- 
pean gives food for thought:

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In no country in Africa are Europeans in the majority. 
Actually the Aborigine is not a problem. Only when the 
number of Europeans is large enough to afford evidence 
of their permanency in any area does a problem arise. 
Numerically speaking, Africa is a black man’s country 
and the fact that 82 per cent of all Europeans south of 
the Sahara live in the Union of South Africa places a 
tremendous responsibility on us, who are the custodians 
of the Bantu, to ensure that he gets the gospel more 
quickly than is the case at present. 

Not only organizing the work, but agonizing on our 
knees is essential for the successful extension of the 
Kingdom of God. Africa’s only hope is Jesus Christ, the 
Light of the Word. 

NOTE: I should like to add a word about the above 
report written by Brother Changuion. It simply shows 
that there is a magnificent job being accomplished in 
Africa and souls are being saved. And what is more, we 
have merely scratched the surface. No one in our country 
can imagine the magnitude of this task without first 
having visited the field themselves. 

We must not sell South Africa and the efforts of our 
brethren there short. They are working hard and faith- 
fully and to them great credit is to be given for the 
great accomplishments that are realized. Every penny 
that we have given can be well accounted for, and we 
praise God because when the trumpet sounds we hope, 
with hundreds of others, to come rejoicing, bringing in 
the sheaves to bask in the sunlight of Him for whom 
we have worked so diligently in the little life span that 
we had for work while on this earth—Executive Mis- 
sions Secretary.

There is 
a time when the Bible says that even our prayers are 
an abomination. 

God give us men—brave men, heroic men, self-sacrifi- 
cing men with a new sense of their solemn and neglected 
task, who will shove everything aside and run to the 
rescue. 

If we can’t go in person, we can prevail in prayer or 
provide the financial support. Let us mass millions for 
the millions who are without Christ by turning our dimes, 
dollars and diamonds to working capital for the kingdom 
of God. Let us lay down our treasures on earth that we 
may lay up treasures in heaven. Don’t ask, “What can 
I do?” Rather determine, “This will I do!” then do it 
now. 

Forgive me if I protest in the name of the dying. For- 
give me if I protest this crime of the century. END
